ASSEMBLY/INSTALLATION 
INSTRUCTIONS 

1 . Unsnap the plastic cover that cov- 
ers the seat belt guide/ring on the pas- 
senger side. Unbolt the seat belt 
guide/ring (torx bolt). Repeat this on 
the driver side. If installing a 86001 or 
86002, remove only the appropriate 
seat belt guide/ring.

2. The door post trim is fastened to the 
door post with clips. Carefully remove 
the upper door post trim, then the 
lower door post trim, by pulling the trim 
from the door post. 

NOTE - If installing a 86001 or 86002 
skip step 3. 

3. Pull down slightly on the rear edge 
of the front headliner. Locate the roof 
channel nearest to the rear of the 
headliner. Using a Utility Knife, use the 
roof channel rib edge as a guide, and 
cutting from side to side, cut off the 
rear of the headliner (See Figure 2.).

NOTE - If installing the Bulkhead in a 
van with a sliding door, it will be nec- 
essary to cut off the upper passenger 
side corner of the bulkhead, cutting the 
corner at the slots. After cutting away 
the corner, install edge trim over the 
cut edges. 

4. Fasten the Driver and Passenger 
Side Stabilizers to the Bulkhead six 
places each side (See Figure 3.). 

5. Place the Bulkhead in the van. 



NOTE - If installing a Model 86000 or 
86300, cut out the center section of 
the Top Stabilizer (See Figure 4). Af- 
ter cutting away the center section, 
install edge trim over the cut edges 
(supplied with bulkhead). 

6. Loosely fasten the Top Stabilizer to 
the Bulkhead with only two fasteners 
(See Figure 5.). g 



7. 86001/86002 ONLY - Place the 
panel (with Top and Side Stabilizers 
attached) in the approximate mounting 
position, and mark the headliner side 
to side where the Top Stabilizer will be 
when installed. Remove the panel and 
cut the headliner to this mark as in 
Step 3. 

8. Place the bulkhead in position. Cen- 
ter the Top Stabilizer mounting holes 
on the exposed surface of the roof 
channel. (See Figure 6.). Fasten the 
Top Stabilizer to the roof channel in 
five places. 

9. Using a Carpenters Square, square 
the bulkhead to the floor. The 86500/ 
8651 0, 86000 and 86300 will through 
bolt to the floor in five places. Models 
86001 and 86002 will be fastened in 
two places each. Locate and mark the 
mounting holes as follows: 

All floor mounting holes will be counted 
left to right starting from the driver 
side.

10. Un-fasten the bulkhead from the 
Top Stabilizer, and if space permits, 
move it towards the rear of the van. If 
not, remove it from the van to give you 
room to drill the holes.

11. Drill the floor mounting locations 
with a 5/1 6" drill bit. If applicable cut 
(preferably using a 1 " hole saw) the 
floor mat around the 5/1 6" holes to al- 
low the Floor Mounting Spacer to rest 
against the metal floor. DO NOT drill 
through the floor with the hole saw. 



A WARNING 



All floor mounting bolts near 
the fuel tank area should be 
installed from the underside 
of the vehicle, to guard 
against the fuel tank being 
punctured in the event of a 
collision. This would mean 
not using Plusnuts® in this 
area. Holes in this area should 
be 5/16". 



NOTE - Two Plusnuts® and two 1/4" 
Lock Washers have been provided in 
case through bolting is not possible 
due to heat shields, floor channels, 
etc.. If Plusnut® installation is neces- 
sary, re-drill the 5/16" mounting holes 
with a 13/32" drill bit. See Plusnut® 
installation instructions on the back 
page. 

12. Replace the bulkhead in position 
and fasten it to the Top Stabilizer. The 
center bolts (86500/8651 0 only) will 
have 1/4" Flat Washers on the Top 
Stabilizer side only (See Figure 5.). 
Fasten the bulkhead to the floor (See 
Figure 7.). Spacers are not needed if 
there is no floor mat. 

13. Fasten the Driver and Passenger 
Side Stabilizer to the door posts in six 
places each (See Figure 8.). 



14. Cut down the upper and lower 
door post trim as necessary to accom- 
modate the Stabilizers. Re-install the 
door post trim and seat belt guide/ring, 
torquing the seat belt guide/ring bolt to

Installation is now complete. If install- 
ing a Model 86000 or 86300, tighten 
Floor mounting bracket bolts to pas- 
senger and driver side panels. Then, 
remove the bolt and spacer nut hold- 
ing the door closed.

Place a drop of oil on the black oxide 
bolt before assembly. Use a 7/1 6" 
wrench to tighten black hex bolt until 
Plusnut® fastener is fully seated. 
When setting black hex bolt, it will start 
out hard. As the Plusnut® "bulbs" out it 
will get easier, until the Plusnut® bot- 
toms out or sets. Make sure the 
Plusnut® and Plusnut® Tool do not 
turn during installation.
